planters and farmers, intelligent mcr- 
chanis long ago having realised it, that 
the foreij^n com m erce of the United 
Suites m ust undergo a great and p e r ­ 
haps pcnuancnt reduction. 
I'h e N e u ­ 
trality, oncc so highly respected, which, 
in a period of free irade, filled the col­ 
lera of the m erchant, and rewarded thc 
toils of the planter and farmer, is now 
held by both belligerents to be almost 
a crime ; und is therefore shacklcd by 
one to the utmost of her power, and by 
the other as far as her own views and 
intcre.'îts perm it. 
It is in 
to look 
for a renovation oi it in its pristine e x ­ 
tent ; for the series of m easures by 
which it h,.s been reduced, even shouid 
they cease, will leave elTects behind tliein 
which can never he eradicated, 
'i'he 
O rders in Council and D ecrees, and the 
Municipal Regulations' of the bellige- 
-rents with whom o ur commercial inter­ 
course was most, desirable, have tau gh t 
their citizens to look to other sovirces 
for supplies of those articles which wc 
were wont to furnish. 


'riiesr observations are meant parti­ 
cularly to apply at this mom ent to the 
articles uf L otion and Tobacco. 


France has heretofore afTorded a m ar­ 
ket, for a great part of the Cotton and 
'J'obacr.o produced in the United States ; 
whicli, it IS well known, hcarcely now 
bring suflicicnt in England, our only un- 
restiicted export vent, to defray the 
freight and charges. 
But in France, the 
¡)üliey of her E m p eror, has restricted 
the use of all forefgn grow th of these 
articles, with a view to encourage their 
production in the provinces under his 
controul. 
T h e importation of Tobacco 
into tra n c e , is almost entirely prohiUit- 
ed, one-fifteenth only of that consum ed 
being allowed to be of foreign importa- 
uon.— Should this restnctic%i be ex ten d ­ 
ed 
to Holland 
and th e Hans-towns, 
(which IS said to be expected) there 
wdl scarcely remain a m arket lor any 
l)oi'tion of ihe Tobacco pruduccd in 
the b outheni States. 


T h e article of Cotton is known to be 
a mere drug in England i and from the 
heavy duties imposed in France, together 
w til tlie risk and iusurauce aganuit the 
oruei's in couucd, it can scarcely be 
shipped without a loss to the comment. 
Fven should the orders in council be 
revoked, of which \ve see no probability, 
the efleet of the resirictujus for tour 
years last past, as we before obseived 
lo open other sources of supply to such 
an extent, that they will ere long, if they 
do not already, exclude all cotton, e x ­ 
cept the very lirst 4ualit.es, of A m eri­ 
can growth. M ucn coUon is now grown 
in Italy'aud N aples, and imported Irom 
the Levant, not mdeed of as good a equa­ 
lity as ours, but good etiough to answer 
most of the m ailUfactures, and to super­ 
cede the necessity of admittuig ours. 


O u r Rice is said lo he much Jess in 
demand in France than heretolore, be­ 
ing superceded by '.iiat grown in I’ied- 
inont. 


In short, the present state of com ­ 
m erce issucii, tinit scarcely any prudent 
inerciianl will n s k an adventure to E u ­ 
rope. Every ihiiig, iuUeed, impres.sively 
points to tne poucy ol e'>ublishing with­ 
in ourselves u m arket lor our own pro­ 
ductions ; and im s object is rapidly ac- 
compUshUig, without the agency of the 
(“overnmciit.
